The President Received Unotticial Notification to 
That Eliect Yesterday Through Cambor, 


She Asks for Additional Information and also Makes an Almost 
Pathetic Appeal to Retain the Philippine islands. 


ADMINISTRATION HAS THE SITUATION IN ITS OWN HANDS. 


Proceedings at the White House Kept Secret—After the Conference With 
the French Ambassador the Chief Executive andi Cabinet Officers 
Take a Ride Down the Potomac—Atty.-Gen. Griggs Doclares They Dis- 
cussed Peace Negotiations Only Briefly—Secretary of State Says the 
Day’s Deliberations Were Inconclusive—No Date Set for Another Mect- 
ing—One Official Says an Armistice May not Be Entered into for Ten 
Days Yet—Situation Practically Means That the Dons are Begging for 
Mercy—Matters May Be Aliowed to Drag a Little in Order to Heip 
Them Conteal Their Real Condition at Home. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—|Exclusive Dispatch. The 
material point in our negotiations with Spain has been sei- 
tled. It is that Spain has made a ‘conditional acceptance” 
of the terms of peace demanded bythis country. A message 
to this effect was delivered to President McKinley by M. 
Cambon, the French Ambassador, this afternoon. This mes- 
sage, although authorized by the Madrid governmeni, was 
intended to be informal, and was presented to the President 
as incidental ‘to a communication from Madrid asking for 
additional information about our terms, in the first place, and 
asking for a modification regarding the Philippines in the 
second place. 

The Times correspondent learns tonight that Spain made 


jin hert_note a plea for absolute retention of the Philippines. 
She sets forth that if the island of Luzon be taken from her| 


the rest of the islands are practically worthless. Her plea 
for this concession is almost pathetic. The part of Spain’s 
message asking for an interpretation of the President’s lan- 
guage in certain places in the first note was of almost no 
importance, as it showed only a desire on the part of the 


to expect. 

President McKinley made the terms very general. It 
was but natural the intentions of the United States regarding 
such matters of details as Spain’s withdrawal of troops from 
the West Indies, the Cuban debt, disposition of Spanish 
arms and ordnance, should be somewhat vague to the 
Spaniards. M. Cambon delivered the message to the Presi- 
dent at 4 o'clock this afternoon, and tonight President McKin- 
ley and members of the Cabinet went down the Potomac 
River on board the tug Triton. Attorney-General Griggs 
returned to the White House at 11 o'clock with the Presi- 
dent, and ata little after midnight Mr. Griggs declared to The 
Times correspondent that the question of peace negotiations 
was discussed only in the briefest and most informal man- 
ner during the river trip. 

There is absolutely no question, however, about the 
statement made at the opening of this dispatch, that Spain 
notified this country unofficially that she would accept the 
terms. The situation now amounts to nothing more than 
that Spain has given up every point and is, by her message 
presented today, begging for mercy from the victors. It is 
plain to President McKinley that she hopes by this course to 
gain more than by diplomatic haggling. | 

It must not be assumed that the present negotiations 
will end immediately. Spain’s frank admission that she is 
in no position to resist will help her cause, and this Govern- 
ment very likely will allow matters to drag a little for the 
purpose of helping Spain conceal the real situation and avoid 
trouble at home. A member of the Cabinet said early tonight 
that the armistice might not be entered into for ten days yet. 


Strictest Secrecy. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGUT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—After a conference on the 
peace question lasting for just one hour this afternoon 
between the President and M. Cambon, the French Ambas- 
sador, the latter acting as the representative of Spain, 
Secretary Day emerged from the White House and an- 
nounced that today’s conference was inconclusive, where- 
fore the parties to it had agreed to say nothing to the 
public as to what had occurred. The Secretary did not 


though he admitted that no time had been set for another 
conference.

3 o'clock the secretary of the French 
embassy called at the State Denpart- 


ment and arranged with Secretary ‘a, 
for a meeting between the President 
and the Ambassador as soon as possi- 
ble. 

The meeting was set fer 3:45 o'clock, 
and Secretary Day was at the White 
House in season, but was obliged to 
wait about ten minutes fer the French 
Ambassador. 
ferring for an hour, the 
rated, having been unable ta reach a 
conclusiecn as to the acceptance oy 
Spain of the peace conditions laid down 
by the President and binding them- 
selves to the observance of the strictest 
secrecy as to the proceedings until fur- 
ther progress had beea made. Thus it 
is practically assured in advance that 
any attempt to state what occurred at 
today's meeting at the White House 
will be nothing more than pure guess- 
work. 

Meantime, in consequence with the 
declared purpose of the President at the 
beginning cf the overtures. this confer- 
ence is not operating to restrain mili- 
tary operations in any degre. Orders 
went out today for a conference of 
leaders of the regiments to accompany 
Gen. Wade to Porto Rico, and within 
twenty-four fours some of the troops 
of this expedition will be boarding the 
transpctts at Newport News. It is felt 
ihat even should an armistice he de- 
clared before these active 
service at the front, it will be beneficial 
for them to have made the trip, for 
otherwise tcere is danger of the morale 
of the trocos being destroyed through 
their craving to get away from the 
concentrating camps and ect'least see 
the shores of Cuba or Porto Rico. 

'rofiting by its last experience, Gen. 
Wade’s expedition is going to be the 
mest complete in details of any that 
Has yet left cur shoves, and the soldiers 
will be protected in their health and 
comfort to the utmost degree.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—Col. Charles 
Heyl of the Inspector-General’s office, 
has returned to Washington from New 
York where he went at the direction of 
Secretary Alger to make an examina- 
tion to fix the responsibility of the 
official who sent the transport Concho 
to New York from Santiago in an unfit 
condition for carrying the sick and 
wounded. After Col. Heyl had reported 
to the War Department, Secretary Al- 
ger rnade the following statement con- 
cerning the Concho, as well as the §e- 
neca, Which reached New ‘York two 
weeks ago: 

“Concerning the unfortunate occur- 
rences on the ships Concho and Seneca, 
that brought some sick and wounded 
from Santiago, the Secretary of War 
gives out the following statement, after 
a careful investigation: 

“At the time they left Santiago, the 
genral desire of the convalescents to 
come home doubtless overcrowded both 
ships. From the commencing of the 
Santiago campaign until within a few 
days ago, terrible conditions on the 
coast, where our ships had no shelter 
and where there was always a high 
surf, made the landing of troops. sup- 
plies, ammunition, artillery and medi- 
cal stores very difficult, and there ig 
no doubt that much inconvenience and 
suffering was thereby caused that was 
unavoidable. The lighters that went 
with Gen. Shafter’s tleet were lost on 
the way. Two tows of lighters were 
subsequently sent, which were also lost, 
and it was impossible to get supplies 
ashore except with the boats from the 
ships, and those supplied by the navy. 
Later on a lighter was furnished by the 
navy, which was the only one there for 
many days. 

“On account of the great number of 
sick and wounded, which was in excess 
of what had been anticipated, there 
was no doubt much suffering, especially 
among the sick at Santiago. The cap- 
tains of the Seneca and the Cencho did 
not report to Gen. Shafter nor to Quar- 
termaster Humphrey that they needed 
water. Had they done so, of course it 


| would have been provided. Then, also, 


a large number of civilians rushed on 
board to get away, and they occupied 
many staterooms that should have 
been given over to soldiers. 

“No recurrence of such conditions will 
be possible hereafter and no one re- 
grets more than the Secretary of War 
that anything of the kind should have 
happened. The general commanding 
that army, the surgeon-general, the 
quartermasters and commissary de- 
partments have done the best they 
but unforseen circumstances 
named above prevented the conveni- 
ences being provided that otherwise 
would have been furnished,” 

Secretary Alger, who is determined 
that no further trouble of the kind shall 
if in his power to prevent it, 
cent the following telegram to Gen. 
Shafter at Santiago: 

“Whenever it becomes necessary to 
use transports for sick and wounded 
purpeses, it should be made the duty 
competent 
medical officer to see that only such 
transports as are in good sanitary con- 
dition and are best suited for the 
purpose are selected; that the water 
supply on board is ample in quantity 
and wholesome in quality; that suffi- 
cient supplies of food, medicines, dress- 
ings, hospital stores, including deli- 
cacies, where possible to obtain them, 
ice, etc., are placed on board; that 
a sufficient number of experienced med- 
ical officers and nurses accompany the 
sick and wounded on the voyage; that 
there is no overcrowding of the ves- 
sel. but that there are suitable accom- 
modations for all, and-that the de-

KENT’S REPORT. 
Vivid Description of the Battle 
Before Santiago. 

[A. P. NIGHT REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1898.] 

HEADQUARTERS OF THE FIRST 
DIVISION OF THE FIFTH ARMY 
CORPS, near Santiago de Cuba, July 
29 —Maj.-Gen. Shafter, having author- 
ized the publication of the official re- 
port of Brig.-Gen. J. Ford Kent, of the 
battle of July 1, 2 and 3, a certified 
copy of the report is now furnished to 
the Associated Press by Maj. A. G. 
Sharp, assistant adjutant-general, 
First Division, Fifth Army Corps. a 

In this report, Which is dated July 4, 
Gen. Kent, after detailing the move- 
ment which brougnt on the battle of 
July 1, gives the first official statement 
covering certain incidents of that en- 
gagement. The-commandcer of the Fifth 
Corps had directed Gen. Kent to make 
a green hill in the distance, the ob- 
jective point on his left and to keep the 
right of his division om the main road 
leading to Santiago. The advance was 
begun after the enemy's artillery had 
opened in reply to Grimes’s battery. 
Instructions had been given to allow 
the cavalry the right of way, but they 
moved very slowly, the report says, 
causing a delay of fully forty minutes 
in the general advance. During the 
advance, Gen. Kent reports the division 
suffered heavy losses. caused by the

division. . Describing the fighting in 
the vicinity of the main ford of the 
San Juan River, the report says: 

“The enemy's infantry fire, steadily 
increasing in intensity. now came from 
all directions, not only from the front 
and the dense tropical thickets on our 
flanks, but from sharpshooters thickly 
posted in trees in our rear, and from 
shrapnel, apparently aimed at the bal- 
loon. Lieut.-Col. Derby of Shafter’s 
staff met me about this time and in- 
formed me that a trail or narrew way 
had been discovered from the balloon 
a short distance, leading to the left of 
the ford, tower down the stream. I 
hastened to the forks made by this 
‘road, and soon after the Seventy-First 


New York Regiment of Hawkins’s 
Brigade came up. I turned them into 
the bypath indicated by Lieut.-Col. 


Derby, leading to the lower ford, send- 
ing word to Gen. Hawkins of this 
movement.” This would have speedily 
delivered them in their proper place on 
the left of their brigade, but under the 
galling fire of the enemy, the leading 
battalion of this regiment was thrown 
into confusion and recoiled in disorder 
on the troops in the rear. 

“At this critical moment the officers 
on my staffi practically formed a cor- 
don behind the panic-stricken men and 
urged them to again go forward. T fin- 
ally ordered them to lie down in the 
thicket and clear the way for others of 
their own regiment who were coming 
up behind. This many of them did. and 
the Second and Third Batallions etme 
forward in better order, and moved 
along the road toward the ford. One of 
my staff officers ran back. waving his 
hat to hurry forward the Third Brigade. 
who. upon approaching the forks. found 
the way blocked by the men of the 
Seventy-first New York. There were 
other men of this regiment crouching 
in the bushes. many of whom were en- 
couraged by the advance of the ap- 
proaching column to rise and go for- 
ward. 

“These delays, under @ galling fire. 
Zrew excedingly irksome, and J there- 
fore pushed the head of my @ivtsion 
as quickly as I could toward the river 
in column or files of twos paralleled 
on the narrow way by the cavalry. This 
quickened the forward movement, and 
enabled me 


to get .into position as 
Speedily as possible for the attack.

INFERNO ON EARTH. 


Condition in Havana Described 


by Refugees. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] | 
NEW YORK, August 3.—Accounts © 
the conditions of affairs in Havans, 
Matanzas and Cardenas have been 
given by passengers of the steanmie! 
Fridtiof Nansen, which arrived from 
Sacua. Se brought twenty-nine rel 
ugees, most of Whom were Spaniards, 
who had made-all sorts of sacrifices to 
escape from the island in anticipat i 
of its being controlled by the insur- 
gents. Many of them were well sup- 
plied with funds, having turned all 
their available property into cash. Thes 

paid $250 for passage. 
Almost all those aboard being Span- 
ish sympathizers, a meeting Was held 
in the saloon, while the ship was of 
Barnegat, N. J., at which a majority 
pledged themselves to refuse to Bive 
any information to Americans regard- 


ing the condition of things in Cuba. 
A few. however, consented to talk, 
but were unwilling to permit their 
names to be used. One woman Who 
mad reached Sugua by rail from Ha- 
Vana said that the condition of af- 
fairs in the capital was deplorable, 


and was daily grow:ng worse. 
“There is plenty of money, — said 
said, “but of what use is it, when it will 
hardly purchase anything? It is im- 
possible to get beef at any price and 
even horse flesh costs $1 a pound, Bread 
costs twenty-eight cents a pound and 
is very bad at that. Eggs, which are 
brought in from the country Mm emall 
quantities, cost thirty-five cents each. 
The supply of condensed mihk is prac- 
tically exhausted and the little ‘left 
is sold at $2 for a can such as you 
buy here for ten cents. On the aver- 
age ten to twelve persons are found 
dead of starvation in the streets every 
day. and this takes no account of the 
scores who daily died of hunger in 
the houses. No words can describe 
the horrors of Los Foscos, at the foot 
of the Prado, where the reconcentrados 
are herded together. I awas told that 
there were no less than four thousand 
of these miserable pacple in the place 
when I came away, and they are dy- 
ing by hundreds, for of course nothings 
is being done for their relief, even 
‘he government has net enough food 
for its own soldiers. More than thi, 
the officials beat and abuse them 
shamefully. 

“A few gaslights still burn in the 
streags, but the electric lights are 
only lighted on Thursday nights, when 
there is music in the, Parquet Cen- 
trale. What a @hastly mockery those 
band concerts are, With so many peo- 
ple starving to death within the sound 
of the music! All the theaters are 
closed and their lobbies are nightly 
crowded with the homeless poor. Wine 
is the only thing in the city that is 
plentiful and cheap, so that even the 
poor can get a little at times. Almost 
all the stores in Weyler and Oreily 
streets are closed, as are the. principal 
hotels. The stock of coal is almost 
exhausted, and for a few days the 
local trains that run to Vedad»s, past 
the Santa Clara battery, were stopped 
for want of fuel. They are now burn- 
ing wood, but even that will soon be 
gxone.”’ 

Juan Zarraga Sartesaid: “I do not 
know anything of the conditions in 
Havana, but 1 do know that there is 
much misery at Cardenas and Matan- 
zas. Things, however, might be worse, 
considering the stringency of the block- 
ade. Much starvation has been avoided 
by the foresight of the merchants, who, 
in anticipation of the outbreak of the 
war, laid in large stores of provisions. 
Of course they have sold at high prices, 
and I heard of one man who made 
$400,000 in a speculation in flour in 
Sagua. All the stores which have pro- 
visions are kept under constant guard 
by soldiers to prevent the starving 
people from looting them. Every one 
is tired of the war, and on all hands 
one hears prayers that peace will soon 
come.” 

The Nansen brought up a cargo of 
sugar, which she discharged at Wil- 
liamsburg. She also brought 368 bales 
of tobacco and 322 cases of cigars. This 
was the first cargo of sugar reaching 
the United States since the surrender 
of Santiago. 


GIBORA DYNAMITED.

The 
Helena, which has been on blockade 
duty for nearly a month, sank a num- 
ber of harbor tugs and lighters at 
Casida last week, and sent one little 
tug, the Manatoe, which surrendered in 
preference to being sunk, to Guanta- 
namo Bay.

During the evening of Saturday last 
only one ship was in sight from Ma- 
tanzas, It is announced from the pal- 
ace that Sunday morning last the pla- 
toon of Preciso, province of Matanzas, 
was attacked by a force of infantry 
and cavalry under tiie American flag.

An insurgent force, under the lead- 
ership of Camejo, opened fire on 
Thursday last on San Nicolas, but was 
seemingly repulsed by the garrison 
after a short period of firing. The in- 
surgents are also announced to have 
attacked Gamaraza, defended by a 
fort, in the province of Santa Clara, 
for the purpose of capturing cattle 
which were pasturing there.

CABINET ON A TUG, 


DREW INSPIRATION FROM A RIDE 
DOWN THE POTOMAC, 


Certain Points Raised by Spain Said 
to Have Been\ Passed Upon—New 
York Tribune Says Material 
Modification is not Asked—Manila 
Will Be Kept. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINTON, Aug. 3.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A Cabinet meeting was held 
tonight, down the Potomac River, on 
the tug Triton, at which the peace 
situation was discussed at length. The 
meeting followed the visit to the White 
House this afternoon by Cambon, the 
French Ambassador. Soon after Cam- 
bon left the White House, after an 
hour’s conference with the President 
and Secretary Day, the President and 
all members of the Cabinet were driven 
to the wharf, where a boat was lying, 
and embarked for what was ostensibly 
a pleasure sail. 
The party returned to Washington 
at 10:30 o’clock, having reached a de- 
cision on certain points brought to the 
President's attention by Cambon in 
behalf of the Spanish government. The 
Secretary of State drove from the 
wharf to the French Embassy and de- 
livered to Cambon the answer of the 
United States to the questions he had 
asked as the representative of Spain. 
In all probability, the information fur- 
nished by the Secretary was trans- 
mitted to Madrid by Cambon tonight. 
It has been stated that it was de- 
cided, while on board the lighthouse 
tender, that Manila should be held by 
the American forces ‘“‘temporarily.”’ 
Manila will be held by the United 
States permanently. This can —be 
stated upon the highest authority. 
There is a sentimentality about Manila 
Bay which the President and his Cab- 
niet believe would not permit of it be- 
ing returned to Spain. It will be held 
as a dependency of the United States. 
Secretary Day informed Cambon at 
the French Embassy that the United 
States had determined not to recede in 
the slightest degree from the stand it 
has taken, and that no diplomatic de- 
lays will be tolerated by the President; 
that if Spain did not accept the present 
terms she would receive more vigorous 
treatment when she asked for peace 
again. Secretary Day remained in con- 
ference with Ambassador Cambon an 
hour. 

SPAIN ONLY TEMPORIAZRNG:

NEW YORK, Aug. 4.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] A Tribune special from Wash- 
ington says Spain has _ practically 
agreed to the terms of peace without 
asking their material modification. A 
formal conclusion of the negotiations 
will be secured more promptly than 
was expected by even the most san- 
guine. 
The character of the inquiries re- 
garding certain details demonstrates 
that Spain in all sincerity is ready to

debt, imposing no liability whatever 
upon Cuba. The Bank of Spain holds 
nearly nine hundred million pesetas’ 
worth of Cuban bonds of various de- 
nomination.

AN IMPERIAL RESCRIPT. 


The Emperor Extols Bismarck’s 
Achievements. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
BERLIN, Aug. 3.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] An extra edition of the official 
Reichsanzeiger, just published, con- 
tains an imperial rescript addressed 
to the Imperial Chancellor, Prince Ho- 
henlohe, and dated Friedrichsruhe, Au- 

gust 2. It says: 

“With my high allies, with the whole 
German people, I stand mourning at 
the bier of the First Chancellor of the 
German Empire. Prince Otto von Bis- 
marck, Duke of Lauenberg. We who 
witnessed his splendid labors, who 
looked up to him with admiration as 
the’ master of statecraft, the fearless 
fighter in war and peace, as the most 
devoted son of the Fatherland and as 
the most faithful servant of his Erm- 
peror and kind, are deeply affected by 
the death of the man whom (Go, the 
Lord, fashioned as His instrument to 
achieve the realization of the uncying 
aspiration of the Germans for unity 
and greatness. 

“This is not the moment to en'mer- 
ate all the achievements of the great 
man who has gone to his rest, or to 
refer to all the cares he bore for the 
Emperor and the Empire and ail the 
successes he won. They are two mighty 
and too manifold. History alone can do 
them justice, and will engrave them all 
in brazen tablets. 

“IT am, however, impelled to g.ve 
expression before the whole worli to 
the universal sorrow and grateful ad- 
miration which today animates the 
whole nation and in the name of the 
nation to vow that what he the great 
Chancellor under William the Great cre- 
ated,I will mtaintain and ievelop, and 
if need be, defend with blood and treas- 
ure. In this may God help me. 

“I instruct you to make this re- 
script to the public.” 

BERLIN, Aug. 3.—The influx of tel- 
egrams, letters and wreaths at Fried- 
richsruhe is unceasing. The site se!ected 
for the mausoleum does. not give uni- 
versal satisfaction. The North German 
Gazette says: “Our attention has been 
directed to the fact that the site chosen 
is in a potato field and close to a rail- 
way where trains pass almost without 
intermission. 

When Prince Herbert declined a sec- 
ond time the Emperor's proffer of a 
sSrave in the Berlin Cathedral, Wis Ma- 
jesty indicated a plan for a national 
monument. It is understood, he pro- 
poses to place in the cathedral ah im- 
mense sarcophagus with the figure of 
Bismarck in the uniferm of a culrassier. 

The members of the family will at- 
tend the memoria! services in Berlin.

FEAR OF THE ARMY.

NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune from Madrid says: 

“Not anly the court, Cabinet and 
political men of the capital, but the 
Madrid public as well, are unmistak- 
ably in favor of peace at any price. 
Grave anxiety is felt, however, as to 
the attitude of the army and the feel- 
ing in the provinces. Several regiments 
in the Madrid garrison are known to 
be hostile to the government and to 
the dynasty, but it is hoped that any 
open action can be restrained, until 
after the conclusion of peace. 

“Gen. Polavieja has so far succeeded 
in curbing military jingoism by his 
strong personal influence, but that 
peace may be the signal for internal 
disorders is a peril which Sagasta is 
trying to avert.’”’ 


A “BUSTED” CAMARA. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune from Gibraltar says the 
following advices have been received 
from the Tribune correspondent at 
Cadiz: 

“It is now an open secret that not 
a single fighting ship of Admiral Ca- 
mara’s spuadron is in fit condition to 
go into action. The Pelayo’s boilers 
have given out, the firing gear and tur- 
rets of the Carlos V are unmanageable, 
the Audaz is completely used up by the 
recent excursion to the Suez, and the 
armements of the auxiliary cruisers are 
lamentebly defective. In case of any 
hitch in the peace negotiations, the 
Pelayo and Carlos V would under no 
circumstances undertake an engage- 
ment here or in the open sea, but would 
take refuge behind the formidable forts 
of Cartagena. 

“The auxiliary cruiser Alfonso XIII 
and the Pielago have sailed from Cadiz 
for the Canaries. Admiral Camara, 
with his flagship, the Pelayo, Carlos V, 
the Rapido, the Patriota, the Audaz, 
the Geraldo and the Buenos Ayres, still 
remain. 

“The garrison at Cadiz now consists 
of about twenty-six thousand men. On 
Friday and Saturday, additional tor- 
pedo defenses and mines were laid in 
the entrance to Cadiz Harbor. The 
lighthouses remain extinguished. Three 
guns of 24-centimetre caliber have been 
placed in position at San Felipe, but 
their supply of ammunition is limited.” 


IRREPRESSIBLE CARLISTS.

A NEW HERO. 


Young Nevis of the Bancroft Foli- 
lows Hobson’s Lead. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT NEPORT.] 

KEY WEST, Aug. 3, 9:30 p.m.—An- 
other “Jackie” has achieved the repu- 
tation of a hero. He is Boatswain's 
Mate Nevis of the gunboat Bancroft. 
One day late last week, the Bancroft, 
which had been on the blockading sta- 
tion around the Isle ofwPines, seized 
a small Spanish schooner in Siguena 
Bay. 

Two hours later nothing could be 
seen of the launch, nor the prize. Sud- 
denly Commander Clover, who was 
scanning the water with his glass. 
shouted to Capt. Sutherland of the 
Eagle: “By heavens, they have recap- 
tured my prize.” The little schooner 
lay near the wrecked steamer, but the 
Spanish flag was flying from her mast 
and instead of only Nevis and a com- 
panion, who had been sent to her, she 
was apparently filled with more. 
gunboat Maple was ordered to the res. 
cue. With guns ready she steamed to- 
ward the schooner, but the sight that 
greeted the Maple’s crew was not what 
was expected. Nevis and his companion 
sat at one end of the boat, Atempting 
to navigate her out of the harbor. Each 
nad his rifle across his knee and was 
keeping a wary eye on a party of half 
a dozen cowering Spaniards huddled in 
the other end of the boat. 

Then it developed that in going into 
the harbor Nevis observed.two other 
small Spanish boats near the wreck of 
the San Domingo, and resolved to cap- 
ture them also. He took the Spanish 
colors of the schooner, ran them up 
boldly and sailed in. There were six 
men on the other two boats and watched 
the approach of their supposed com- 
patriots with calmness, but Nevis and 
the other jackies suddenly slipped their 
rifle’ to their shoulders and demanded 
an immediate surrender. The scared 
Spanish seamen lost no time in com- 
piying, and had the unique experience 
of surrendernig to their own flag. 


A London cablegram says the Rome cor-

The military establishment, however, 
must be maintained during that time 
and many acts performed that are in- 
cident to actual warfare. 

It is expected here that the Spanish 
pledge to accept the broad conditions 
laid down by the United States will 
take the form of a written agreement, 
something in the nature of a protocol, 
which, while a very necessary step in 
the negotiation of a treaty, is not al- 
ways a part of the document. The 
negotiations have not progressed suf- 
ficiently to. indicate who shail be the 
parties to this agreement, or rather 
who shall represent the principals, the 
United States and Spain. It is possible 
that it may be signed in Washington, 
as between Secretary Day and M. Cam- 
bon, or, on the other hand, the Am- 
bassadors of Spain and the United 
States in one of the European coun- 
tries, probably in this case, France, 
might meet and by the authorization 
of their respective governments sign 
this agreement. The protc®ol, if it may 
be so called, in either case would not 
take the place in any manner for the 
treaty of peace, which would be drawn 
up later by commissioners to be ap- 
pointed for this purpose. 

Under the terms of the President's 
note, if they shall be accepted by Spain, 
the Spanish government is bound to 
evacuate Cuba and Porto Rico imme- 
diately. This action is not to wait upon 
the work of the peace commissioners, 
but is to precede it and to follow im- 
mediately upon the Signature of the 
memorandum accepting the President's 
conditions. The word “immediately.” 
in this case, is perhaps a little decep- 
tive. The experience of the War De- 
partment in the endeavor to remove 
to Spain the Spanish troops surrendered 
at Santiago has not justified the ex- 
pectation that the large force of Span- 
ish regulars cannot be gathered up and 
shipped home to Spain in less than 
about sixty days at the hest. This es- 
timate is based on the fact that it is 
not expetted by the Spanish authori- 
ties who are directing the movements 
of the Spanish troop transports that 
‘they will be able to return all of the 
Santiago prisoners to Spain before the 
first of September. Therefore what is 
meant by the word “immediately” is 
that the Spanish government shall at 
least begin the arrangements at once 
for the evacuation of the islands. 

On the whole it is a rather fortunate 
circumstance that this evacuation can- 
not take place en masse and immedi- 
ately, for it has been determined that 
the Spanish troops withdrawn must be 
replaced by United States troops. This 
is deemed to be necessary to guard 
against anarchy and to secure the es- 
thlishment of a stable form of govern- 
ment in Cuba under proper guarantees. 
but in all probability not many of 
them will have to go there hefore the 
il rainy “season has neared its 
end.

THE PRESIDENT UPHELD IRRE- 
SPECTIVE OF PARTY POLITICS, 


War is Popular Even if the War 
Revenue Bill May not Be—Terri- 
torial Expansjion Become a Burn- 
ing Question —Democracy Split 
in Texas. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 3.—The Re- 
publicans of Indiana completed the or- 
ganization of their State convention 
late this afternoon and adjourned till 
tomorrow, when nominations will be 
made. The permanent chairman is 
United States Senator Charles W. Fair- 
banks. 

The platform heartily endorses every 
act of the present national administra- 
tion, praises the soldiers of the present 
war, and says: “While we sincerely 
deplore the necessity of war, we be- 
lieve the President and Congress acted 
wisely in demanding the complete with- 
drawal of Spanish sovereignty from 
the island of Cuba and in proceeding 
to enforce the demand with the naval 
and military powers of the govern- 
ment.” 

The subject of territorial expansion 
is not directly treated, but is referred 
to as follows: 

“Having achieved its manhood, the 
republic, under God, is entering upon 
its greatest period of power, happiness 
and responsibility. Realizing the 
mighty’ future of wealth, prosperity 
and duty, which is even now upon us, 
we favor the extension of American 
trade; the reformation of our ¢onsular 
service accordingly, the encouragement 
by all legitimate Means of the Amer- 
ican merchant marine; the creation of 
a navy as powerful as our commerce 
shall be extensive and for public de- 
fense and security, and the establish- 
ment of coeling stations and naval ren- 
dezvous wherever necessary. 

“We most heartily approve the wis- 
dom of the annexation of the Hawaiian 
Islands as a wise measure, and recom- 
mend the early construction of the 
Nicaragua Canal under the immediate 
direction and exclusive control of the 
United States government, the _ im- 
portance and necessity of the canal 
having been ,emphasized by recent 
events connected with the present war 
with Spain.” 

The financial plank declares unre- 
servedly for sound money and the tariff 
plank reaffirms belief in the doctrine of 
reciprocity and protection to American 
labor and home industries.

"TERRIFIC STORM. 
Electricity and Rain Unite With 


Disastrous Effect. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
PHILADELPHIA, August 3.—The 


excessive heat of the last three weeks 
or more culminated today in one of the 
most terrific electrical storms that 
has ever visited this city. The rainfall 
was the heaviest in the history of the 
local weather bureau. In one ‘hour 
and three-quarters five and four-tenths 
inches of rain fell. The heaviest fpre- 
vious fall was five and one-fith inches 
in twenty-four hours, about twelve 
years ago. There was an almost con- 
tinuous tiash of lightning and many 
flag poles and buildings in nearly every 
section of the city were struck, causing 
several small fires and doing great 
damage. and telephone 
service throughout the city was prac- 
tically at a standstill for several hours. 
The cellars and first floors of :undreds 
of business blocks and dwellings were 
flooded. In the basements of the City 
Hall and postoflice, the water rose to 
such a depth that the fires under the 
boilers were extinguished. 

The basements of the Gimbel Broth- 
ers, and Wanamakers, two of the larg- 
ebt department sfores in the city, 
were flooded and heavy damage has 
been done. One of the large oil tanks 
of tae Atlantic Refining Company at 
Gibsons Point, in the lower part of the 
city. was struck by lightning ind en- 
tirely destroyed by fire. The loss is 
estimated at $30,000. A number 27 fire- 
men were overeome by the hear avhile 
fighting the fire, but they were seon 
revived, 

Street car service was practically at 
a standstill. Many of the streets were 
flooded to the dépth of two and three 
feet. The steam roads in this vicinity 
also suffered severely, nad nearly all 


trains up to 2 o’elock were behind 
their schedule. 
Peter Schell, aged 28 years, was 


drowned in the cellar of his home at 
Twenty-third and Christian streets. He 
was working in the cellar, removing 
some of ‘his property, when he was 
caught by a sudden rise in the water.

CHICAGO, Aug. 3.—Lyman E. Cooley, 


the well-known civil engineer, after a 
visit east and a conference in New 
York with representatives of the Mari- 
time Canal Company, oWnérs of all the 
rights and concessions along the pro- 
posed route of the Nicaraguan Canal, 
believes the g@overnment of the United 
States will construct the great water- 
way in preference to letting the con- 
tract to separate companies or corpora-~ 
tions. Mr. Cooley says that on this 
point the complexion of the Nicaragua 
Canal matter has been changed per- 
ceptibly since last winter, when he 
with a party of engineers looked over 
the ground of the enterprise. 

On being shown a dispach from 
Washington, stating that Admiral 
Walker of the Canal Commission had 
received a number of reports indicating 
that the cost would be much less than 
heretofore estimated, Mr. Cooley pre- 
sented a list of recent discoveries which 
he believes are responsible for Admiral 
Walker’s opinions. The gist of these 
are: Six miles of dredging in the lower 
end of Lake Nicaragua,, non-existence 
of rock in San Juan River to Toro 
Rapids, good foundation for immense 
dam at Ochoa, favorable conditions for 
embankments at San Francisco basin, 
and new site for a dam at Tambor 
Grande. According to the estimate of 
the formulator, a saving of several mil- 
lion dollars is reported in these items. 
The expense incurred by the govern- 
ment in war and the rapidly-developing 
indications that the Nicaraguan Canal 
cannot only be constructed more cheaply 
than at first imagined, but ought to be

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GRIEVES FOR THE LOSS OF FLAG 
AND THRONE. 


The Dethroned Princess Will not At- 
tend the Festivities Held to 
Honor Annexation, 


HAWAIIAN FLAG HAS FRIENDS. 


NO ONE QUITE WANTS TO HAUL 
DOWN THE COLORS. 


Native-born Orientals Already Seek- 
ing Citizenship — Royalist Ele- 
ment Strong Among Native 

Hawaliians. 


~“TSPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. ] 
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HONOLULU, July 26. — Kaiulani, 
the little Princess without a throne, is 
the unhappiest girl in all Hawaii. 
Though she loves a feast, she will not 
be at the luau in the grounds of the 
Executive Building, and though she 
loves to dance, she will not be seen at 
the ball of annexation. Kaiulani hides 
in the cool shadows of her beautiful 
country home like some animal, sorely 
wounded, shunning the light. But she 
says that the loss of the throne was 
nothing to the loss of the flag, by which 
statement she shows herself a pa- 
triotic nineteenth-century girl. Poor 
Kaiulani! She would have made a 
dainty Queen in her slim, brown love- 
liness, with her strong, proud face, 
loving, tender mouth and dancing 
eyes—a refinement on the type of the 
South Seas. 

The annexationists are not grieving 
for Kaiulani. They have put- their 
backs to the feathers and frills of roy- 
alty, and have set their faces toward 
free institutions and the great ert 
lic. Just now they are having diffi- 
culty to induce anybody to accept the 
unpleasant task of hauling down the 
Hawaiian colors. Last week no one 
supposed that the Hawaiian flag had 
a single friend, outside of Royalists 
and natives, but latterly, several Ha- 
waiian-born Americans been 
asked to accept the honor of lowering 
forever the flag of their nativity, and 
each one of them declined. Probably 
an American soldier will be detailed to 
do the unpleasant task. The annexa- 
tionists hehave as though they thought 
the penalties of the old “tabu” law 
would attach to the ceremony. 

As a matter of fact the Hawaiian 
republic is dead, but is not buried. It 
perished without regret from any one, 
except the office-holders under it, who 
hope to be retained under the new 
régime. It was not a representative 
government, and a government that 
pretends to be representative, and is 
not, cannot be greatly beloved or re- 
gretted. 

The talk in Honolulu is—what of the 
franchise? Men are chiefly interested 
in that. It is presumed that a terri- 
torial government will be erected on 
constitutional precedent, a government 
wherein the kanaka and Portuguese 
will receive the franchise and the Chi- 
nese and Japanese will be debarred 
Already native-born Orientals are 
thronging the offices securing certifi- 
cates of Hawaiian birth. The Japanese 
will probably make a struggle for the 
voting privilege. The enfranchisement 
of the kanakas and Portuguese raises 
some nice points. Either class out- 
numbers the white vote, and the in- 
flux of all these new electors will 
change the political complexion of Ha- 
waii. The natives are Royalist to a 
man—they love their Queen and their 
old institutions, and they are grief- 
stricken at thought of annexation, 
though the easy-going placidity of their 
natures makes it difficlilt for them to 
show it. Many have no love for the 
“family compact” now in power, nor 
for the missionary party, of which the 
“family compact” is the governing part. 
The vote of the kanaka will probably 
mean the overthrow of the missionaries 
who have governed the islands for so 
long. This fact causes some u.easi- 
ness to public officials. 

Under the republic a property quali- 
fication bars out many of the natives, 
and the oath of allegiance prevents the 
others from voting. An English educa- 
tional qualification would exclude some 
of the older natives, though it would 
bear upon the native less and less 
heavily. Such a restriction will be op- 
posed by the Royalists, who want the 
Kanakas to vote as soon and as freely 
as possible, that political retribution 
may be meted out to some. The natives 
are without political affiliations, except 
for their opposition to the missionary 
party. Among the Americans political 
parties hitherto unknown in Hawaii 
are showing themselves. It is easy to 
select political bosses who will control 
the machine in the various islands. The 
indorsement of H. M. Sewall by the 
American Union party for temporary 
governor of Hawaii was the first mani- 
festation of political caucusing in a 
strict party sense. It came as a sur- 
prise to the Dole contingent—not an 
altogether welcome surprise. But these 
things are to be expected from now on 
in Hawaii. The great battle for an- 
nexation has been won, and the tie that 
bound men of varying political faiths 
together has been loosened. Each fac- 
tion is arming itself to combine with or 
fight every other faction. 

Having won the annexation fight. 
Hawaii rests on its laurels. There is 
little annexation enthusiasm to be seen 
or heard. People are waiting for Ad- 
miral Miller or some one else to be sent 
to them. Even the transports are such 
an old story that there was no excite- 
ment on the arrival of the Peru and 
the City of Puebla, with Maj.-Gen. Otis 
and several hundred regulars on board. 
The boys in blue or “blue boys,” as 
they call them here, are an old story. 
The Red Cross bestirred itself, and to- 
day the men will be entertained at 
luncheon, having arrived on Saturday. 

The Peru has a tale of great discom- 
fort and criminal overcrowding. Nino 
hundred men were packed where five 
hundred should have been, with a less 
allowance of air than the law prescribes 
for Chinese tenements. The decks were 
carpeted with men all the way over. 
but there was not room for all. The 
feeding was even worse than the sleep- 
ing. The galley for nine hundred men 
was not as commodious as a boarding- 
house kitchen. The cooks could not 
cook and the ration was not properly 
given out. The first few days out from 
San Francisco the men were given salt 
pork, while fresh beef was allowed to 
rot and was thrown overboard. Not a 
vegetable was served. The men stole 
Onions from.the bags on deck and ate 
them raw, and in time sacks of spoiled 
onions were thrown overboard. Forty 
Wash basins served 900 men, and other 
things were in proportion. The men 
have a most lively dread of the three 


weeks from here to Manila and their 
mattresses have been thrown awa 
They will be much cooler. and 


cleaner on the wire nettings. They have 
begged to have cooks detailed fromm 
their own companies and to have the 
incompetent cooks discharged. 

The officers, curiously enough, did 
not fare much better. They pay a good 
price for their food, but much of it 
was unfit to eat. I was told by one of- 
ficer that he was unable to eat any of 
the bread. The officers are talking of 
provisioning for themtelves in Honolulu

Yesterday Mrs. Griffith president of 
the Los Angeles Red Cross, received 
a telegram from Mrs. W. B. Harring- 
ton at San Francisco, State president, 
conveying the information that no 
women nurses would be sent to Manila, 
and that nothing new had been learned 
regarding the hospital ship.

It is 
said that the objects of the White 
Cross are simply to attend to the wants 
of United States soldiers, while the 
Red Cross ministers to all who are in 
distress.

The Union Hardware and Metal Com- 
pany may yet make good its declara- 
tion that it would sue the city unless 
the contract for furnishing the 300 
fire hydrant valves, recently advertised 
for, was awarded to them.

Misrepresented Himself toMerchants 
aie find Then Demanded an Increase 
of Thefr Assessments.

There was a monkey’ and parrot 
time at the session of the Board of 
Equalization yesterday afternoon in 
which somebody lied under oath. Ex- 
Deputy City Assessor Waldron filed 
a sensational communication in which 
thle demanded that the assessments 
against a number of prominent busi- 
ness houses be increased. In spite of 
the fact that his connection with the 
Assessor’s office ceased July 5, he last 
‘week went to a number of the firms 
and by representing himself to be still 
in the employ of the Assessor, exam- 
ined their stock. This he admitetd un- 
der oath yesterday saying that ‘he 
tad never been informed that he was 
no longer a deputy, On the other 
hand Chief Deputy Assessor swore 
hat the had told Waldron July 5, that 
his connection with that office was at 
an end. 

The petitions of the First National 
Bank and the National Kank of Cali- 
fornia for reductions of assessments 
against undivided profits of those in- 
stitutions were taken under advise- 
ment after a hearing by the Board of 
Equalization yesterday. 

The Union Hardware and Metal Com- 
pany wants to know olficially what 
became of that valve contract recently 
awarded by the city Just what use 
they intend to put to the information 
is not known to the city authorities. 

This morning the two injunction suits 
resulting from the dispute between 
the city and the Los Angeles Water 
Company will come up for hearing be- 
fore Judge Oster of San Bernardino, 
fitting in Department Two. The im- 
mediate outcome of the proceeding is 
problematical, for they may both be 
quickly disposed of, or, on the other 
hand, the hearing today may be merely 
the prelude to long, expensive and ir- 
ritating litigation. 

A peculiar proposition has been made 
by two firms of San Francisco at- 
torneys to the Board of Supervisors, 
and were it not for the professional 
standing of those making the offer 
it probably would receive little con- 
sideration. As it is the offer is made 
to recover to the county an indefinite 
amount of money from the State, with- 
out any expense to the county, for 
a contingent fee of 50 per cent. of the 
moneys recovered.

WALDRON’S LITTLE GAME 


HE PLAYS CITY ASSESSOR ON HIS 
OWN ACCOUNT,

Filed a Communication Which 
Caused a Lively Time in the 
Board of Equalization—Fire Com- 
missioners’ Meeting. 


The spectacle of a former Deputy 
City Assessor turning on his late em- 
ployer and, although professing the 
greatest friendship for him, trying to 
show wherein he had failed to properly 
perform his duties, was presented be- 
fore the Board of Equalization, and for 
nearly an hour yesterday afternoon 
there was a “hot time’ as compared 
with which that mentioned in the well- 
known song was as the boiling point is 
to zero. All day long the board had 
faithfully toiled with petitions for re- 
ductions of assessments and a sensa- 
tion was about the last thing expected 
in the proceedings, but late in the 
afternoon 8. A. Waldron filed a com- 
munication with the board which en- 
livened the session and made the City 
Assessor and Chief Deputy Lewis 
almost mad enough to fight. 
~ Waldron was one of the large force 

f deputy city assessors by the appoint- 
ment of some of whom City Assessor 
Seaman paid certain political debts, and 
it was an evil hour for him when he 
selected Waldron. All of these deputies

save three or four were relieved from 
duty during the first week in July, after 
having put in several months preparing 
the tax rolls of the city, and Waldron 
was one of those dismissed, although he 
swore yesterday that he did not know 
it! To him was assigned the task of 
assessing the stocks of some. of the 
most important business houses in the 
city. He did his wotk and filed his re- 
ports, but it was found that his assess- 
ments were as a rule so high as to be 
unreasonable, and the Assessor fre- 
duced many of the figures, and an that 
made without consulting 
Waldron, hangs the latter’s action of 
yesterday. 

The board was busy with a bank as- 
sessment when Waldron handed to 
Deputy City Clerk Haskins a volumi- 
nous document consisting of fifteen or 
more sheets of the City Assessor’s let- 
ter heads. It was duly marked, filed 
and the date was affixed. In some 
manner some of the Council learned 
what the paper was and informed the 
Assessor-that Waldron had filed a paper 
which reflected against him. The As- 
sessor insisted that the matter be heard, 
and as soon as there was time it was 
called up and read by the Clerk. 

The paper. was a demand that the 
Board: of Equalization proceed at once 
to increase the essessments of a number 
of prominent business houses, and the 
circumstances incident to itS being filed 
out. Last. week, nearly a 
month after his dismissal from the em- 
ploy of the Assessor, Waldron went to 
a number of these houses and, repre- 
senting himself to be a Deputy City 
Assessor, demanded an opportunity to 
see what they had in stock. He was 
courteously treated and given every op- 
portunity to do his work, for. the own- 
ers of the places of business had no 
idea that he was not what he repre- 
sented himself to be. He must have 
worked several days, and the result of 
his work was shown in the document 
he filed yesterday. In it he demanded 
that the assessments against the fol- 
lowing firms’ be increased by the 
amounts indicated. The figures given 
are not the total of what he wanted 
the firms assessed, but the amount of 
the increase on each: Crandall, Ayls- 
worth & Haskell, $50,150 on stock; M. 
Cohn & Co., $2100; Crane & Co., $1000 on 
solvent credits: Craig, Stewart & Co., 
$31,275; M. A. Newmark & Co., $30,000; 
Haas, Baruch & Co., $96,000; Hayden, 
Lewis & Co., $2800; Baker & Hamilton, 
$5000; E. P. Bosbyshell, $4425: John 
Wigmyer & Sons, $7465; Mathews & 
Arnott Company, $10,500; Studebaker 
Bros., $9950; Lloyd & Scovel Iron Com- 
pany, $14,475; Percival Iron Company, 
$12,115; J. W. Hellman, $14,355: Pacific 
Crockery Company, $10,160; George H. 
Stoll, $4800; Title Insurance and Trust 
i $91,000; C. B. Boothe & Co., 


» No other reason was given why the 


former deputy wanted these assess- 
ments increased than his belief that 
they had not been assessed enough. 
The list was simply submitted to the 
board with the request that the as- 
sessments be increased by the amounts 
mentioned. The fun began as soon as 
the clerk had finished reading this un- 
usual communication. Chief Deputy 
Lewis asked that Waldron be ex- 
amined and he was celled and sworn. 
Lewis started to question him when 
President Silver interposed a few ques- 
tions after Waldron had stated that 
he had been regularly employed as a 
deputy Assessor. The President wanted 
to know why Waldron had not  sub- 
mitted the matter to the Assessor in- 
stead of: bringing it before the board. 
Waldron replied that he had done so, 
but catching Assessor Seaman’s eye, he 
winced and said that he had reported 
some of the firms to the Assessor. 
He was made to admit that he did not 
take the trouble to look up these mat- 
ters until last week, but insisted that 
his figures were correct. When asked 
what Seaman had said when he had re- 
ported the matter to him, Waldron as- 
serted that the Assessor had agreed 
with him that some of the assessments 
were too low, but he later qualified this 


by saying that this had referred to 
only one assessment, for the increase of 
which application had already been 
made by the Assessor. His answers to 
President Silver’s questions were any- 
thing but satisfactory and Chief Dep- 
uty Lewis again took a hand in the 
examination. He first asked Waldron 
whether he was still a deputy City As- 
sessor and the latter replied that he 


had never been infermed of his dis- 


charge. When asked if he was still 
drawing pay, Waldron said he did not 
know. 

“Did you go to those merchants last 
week and represent yourself as a dep- 
uty, when you knew you were not such 
an officer?” asked Lewis. 

“Well, I suppose I did. I may have 
told some of them that,’’ was the re- 
ply. 

“Didn't you know that you were im- 
personating an officer and committing 
a felony, for which you could be sent 
to the penitentiary?” was Lewis's next 
question. 

“Well you just send me to the pen- 
itentiary, that’s all right,” angrily re- 
plied Waldron. “I know what I am 
about. I am an American citizen and 
I know what to do.’ Then Waldron 
wanted to take up each item of his 
communication and show what he 
meant by his demand for an increase 
in each, but Lewis would not have it 
that way, and demanded the right to 
conduct the examination as he wished 


In this he was supported by the pres-. 


ident. 

“How did you know the stock ef 
Haas, Baruch & Co. was worth $400,- 
000?” demanded Lewis. “Waldron ex- 
plained that he had been through that 
and several other stores and had se- 
cured his estimate by comparison with 


others. Then another element was in- 
jected into the squabble, for Waldron 
had been reported as having said that 
he had a chance to cinch the Jews and 


intended to do it. Lewis asked if the 
majority of the firms against which 
an increase had been asked were not 
Jews and Waldron said he did not 
know or care. We denied “having it 
in for the Jews.” He was mede to ad- 
mit that he had had no experience in 
business stocks and knew but little 
about them. 

“Did you examine the books?” was 
asked him. 

“Sure about that, are you? 
member you are under oath.” 

“Oh, I am 21 years of age and can 
read and write; you needn't try to 
scare me,” the ex-deputy replied ex- 
citedly. 

“Well. did you examine the books ’ 

“No, I did not exactly examine the 
books, but I saw bills of lading for 
goods shipped from the East.” 

“And you went down. there without 
authority and tried to cause Mr. Sea- 
man trouble by making such a report 
as this, and that after he had given 
you four months’ service at a good sal- 
ary. You ought to be ashamed of your- 
self,’”’ said Lewis. 

“I did not desire to injure Mr. Sea- 
man,” asserted Waldron. ‘I regard him 
as a friend, but he has been very ill- 
advised about this work.” 

“You made the original assessments 
on these places, did you not?” 

“Yes, but my figures were reduced, 
and I was not asked about it. They 
were reduced In the office, and I do not 
think that was right.”’ 

“Did you not say at the time you en. 
tered the Title Insurance Company's 
building: “This company charged me 
$25 for a $15 abstract, and now I have 
a chance to get even with them, and 
I propose to do so?” 

“No, no, no,” almost shouted Wal- 
dron, “I never said that. I believe you 
are the man who reported to the Peo- 
ple’s Store that I had said I had it in 
for the Jews, when you knew I did not 
say anything of the kind. I believe you 
told that.”’ 

Then followed a long cross-examina- 
tion as to the various places visited by 
Waldron, but nothing = satisfactory 
which explained his actions could be 
adduced.

“I wish to state further, gentle- 
men, that I would not believe that 
man on oath,” said Lewis. 

Assessor Seaman explained at length 
the manner in which certain reductions 
had been made, and why that action 
was taken. He said he had not known 
of Waldron’s actions until the com- 
munication was filed. The admission 
by Waldron that he had made a mis- 
representation settled his chances of 


being believed by the board, and after 
| nearly an hour devoted to the hearing 
of the matter the communication was 
ordered filed. 


BANK ASSESSMENTS. 


Two Petitions for Reduction Taken 
Under Advisement. 


The aplication of the First National 
Bank for a reduction of its assessment 
was before the Board of Equalization 
yesterday aternoon, and ater two 
hours of argument was again taken 
under advisement. The petition of 
the bank was published in full several 
days ago. It is that the city has no 
right to assess the undivided profits of 
the institution because they are in- 
cluded in other property which has al- 
ready been assessed. The question 
argued was what constituted the term 
“undivided profits,’ the members of the 
board being of the opinion that that 
signified a tangible asset which could 
be at any time divided among the 
stockholders, and upon the question as 
to what was included in that account 
on the bank’s books, the members of 
the board and the representatives of the 
bank argued nearly ell the afternoon. 

It was asserted by the representa- 
tives of the bank that the profits were 
divided among the several classes of 
property of the bank, part of it being 
in bonds, another part in real estate 
and other parts in other accounts. It 
was impossible, they said, to” state 
exactly where the surplus thus repre- 
sented really was. It was not a certain 
amount of cash laid away which could 


be transferred at any time, but it was 
an uncertain quantity which was rep- 
resented in various properties.

Settle Their Differences,

granted by the Buard of Fire Come 
missioners. That body spent nearly 


an hour yesterday trying to settle an 
application for permission to bere oil, 
in which the matter of what a biock 
is entered largely into the considera- 
tion. Two weeks ago Frank Ellis and 
others associated with him applicd for 
permission to drill an oil well near 
corner of First and Alvarado 
streets. ‘The matter was referred to 
(hief Moore for investigation and at 
the next meeting he reported thal the 


application was within the require- 
ments of the ordinance, but he made 
no recommendation as to whether it 
‘should be granted. In the mean time 
the Witmer Bros. Company filed a 
protest against the granting of the 
petition,- asserting that they owned 


the majority of frontage im tne block 
in which the well avas to be located. 
The matter was postponed until the 
regular meeting of the commissioners 
yesterday when both parties were rep- 


rdsented. It was learned tnay the 
property in which the well is to be 
drilled is acreage property, and has 


not been subdivided. It was also snown 
inat there are a number of oil wells 
in that immediate vicinity, and that no 
damage could be done to residences. 
The tract. however, was shown’to be 
one block on the city map, and techni- 
cally the protestants, according to the 
map, had the better of the matter, 
but the commissioners thought the ordi- 
nance did not apply to any such prop- 
erty. There was much argument on 
the subject, and tne commissioners ex- 
pressed themselves as of the opinion 
that the tract on which the well is 
souzcht to be located is as much a 
block as is the property of the protes- 
tants. It was finally decided to defer 
action until the next regular meeting 
of the board, and this morning the 
commissioners will visit the place and 
look over the ground in order to be 
able to render a just decision. 

‘On recommendation of Chief Moore,

Recover 


Ain Offer to Mysterious 
; Moneys to the County. 
Two rather peculiar propositions 


came before the Board of Supervisors 
for consideration yesterday. The first 
was made in a communication received 


from Douglas, Pyburn & Co. of San 
Francisco, representing that in view 
of the fact that there is money due 


Angeles county from the State for 


the support of indigents, orphans, ete., 
under the laws of 1880 and 1883, ‘they 
are willing to undertake the collection. 
This firm sets forth that the claims of 
the county under these laws have 
never been properly prepared, and rep- 
resented to the State Board of Exam- 
niers, and that they stand prepared to 
compile. present and prosecute before 
the State Board clnims-of the 
county against the State for a contin- 
sent fee of 25 per cent. of the amount 
recovered; and further agree to present 
no claim for such fee until it is al- 
lowed. The matter was taken under ad- 
vVisement. 

Another propositon of sGmewhat sim- 


ilar character is made. by the San 
Franciseo law firms of Rowers, Pater- 
son & Slack, and Devlin & Devlin. 


They allege that there is due and un- 
paid from the State to the county 
moneys which have been overpaid to 
the State by the county, arising from 
the collection of State taxes and reve- 
nue, and also from certain compensa- 
tlon, percentages and fees for services 
rendered by the county and its officers 
for the State in connection with State 
taxes and revenues and in the disburse- 
ment of public moneys. 

It will be noted that the moneys due 
to the county by the State are not de- 
fined, and the reason for that is that 
a resolution and contract have been 
received by the board which, if it de- 
sires to attempt to recover these al- 
lewed sums said to be due to Los An- 
geles county, will adopt the one and 
sign the other. 

The northern attorneys 
know all 
and in the resolution referred to, the 
District Attorney is instructed to take 
steps to develop the facts of the case, 
and to commence and prosecute to a 
final determination all necessary ac- 
tions in order to collect from the State 
what is due. And, most important of 
all, that the county retain the two 
firms of attorneys named for the pur- 
pose of assisting the District Attorney 
on the following basis: That the 
county shall be at no expense in main. 
taining and prosecuting the claim, the 
San Francisco firms assuming that re- 
sponsibility, but they shall receive a 
contingent fee of 50 per cent. of the 
moneys recovered. 

Inasmuch as the resolution and con- 
tract are nicely typewritten, the latter 
heing in triplicate, it is suspected that 
Los Angeles is not the only county that 
has been favored with the offer out- 
lined. As it stands. however, it is a 
simple proposition to recover money to 
the county that the Supervisors know 
nothing about, and which the lawyers 
do, for half the amount recovered, As 
the county is to be put to no expense, 
it stands to win and can't lose. In the 
communication received it is plainly 
intimated that ‘‘the claim Is not recog- 
nized by the State and may require liti- 
gation to establish the law on which 
the claim is based. The matter was 
taken under advisement. 

An extension of sixty days has been 
granted to the Llewellyn Iron Works 
for erecting the steel tower ‘at. the 
Courthouse, for the reason that the 
shaft has not yet been completed, and 
work on the elevator tower cannot yet 
commence.

IN SELF-DEFENSE, 


Young Angel Mason Shot to Seare, 
but Made a Hit. 


A young fellow named Angel Magon 
was yesterday before Justice Wilson 
at San Gabriel for examination on the 
charge of an-assault with-a deadly 
weapon upon one Pablo Rocha. The 
facts as developed by Deputy District 
Attorney James, who prosecuted the 
case, were somewhat exceptional in 
certcin respects. 

lt appeared that Mason's family lived 
on the Chapman ranch, not far from 
another family by the name of Ortega. 
On the evening of July 30, old man 
Meson sent one of the Ortega children 
to buy him some wine, and knowing 
that the childs’ father was very par- 
ticular regarding his children, he took 
the opportunity offered shortly after- 
ward, to tell Ortega what he had done. 
The latter was very vexed and said he 
would whip his boy for having dis- 
obeyed him in going into a galoon 
or wine shop. Mason pleaded with Or- 
tega, and then Rocha, who has earned 
the reputation of being a tough char- 
acter, interposed the remark that old 
man Mason was a fool to tell Ortega, 
end that if it was his (Mason's) child 
that was concerned, the old man would 
stand a hbhetter chance of getting a 
whipping than giving one. The words 
irritated Mason, and an angry inter- 
change of uncomplimentary language 
took place, upon which Mason struck 
at Rocha. About that time his wife 
came out from the house, and at- 
tempted to lead the old man indoors, 
but Rocha again approached and this 
time with his pocket knife open in his 
hand. While both men were scowling 
at one another, young Angel Mason 
appeared from the house and took his 
father’s other arm in order to aid his 
mother in getting the old man away. 
While so doing Rocha rushed on the 
old man and cut him slightly on the 
left breast. When he attempted to 
make a more deadly stab, young Mason 
pulled his gun and fired at Rocha, not 
intending, as he stated, to hurt him. 
but merely frighten him awey. The 
bullet, however, did hit Rocha and pen-

THAT NEW LAW. 


Things Rather Mixed Regarding VNo- 
tarial Certificates, 

It is always interesting to stand by 
and watch the “devil being beaten 
around a stump” by anyone, and just 
now the County Recorder's office is al- 
most daily the scene where this opera- 
tion is being performed. In other 
words, while the terms of the new In- 
ternal Revenue law are being rigidly 
observed py citizens in filing deeds of 
transfer, yet the public is not being 
taken into confidence with regard to 
values, 

Under the old regimé, when valuable 
property was sold, the consideration 
entered upon the deed was, more often 
than not, the nominal sum of $1. 
When the new law went into effect it 
was made a necessary requisit< in 
the filing of a deed that it should be 
stamped in acordance with the value 
of the property involved, and failing to 
be adequately stamped the deed would 
Stand invalid in law. But property- 
holders generally, not forgetting the 
several abstract companies, have had 
@ decided objection to inserting the 
value of any property changing hands, 
end so another compromise mode has 
been adopted. The consideration is 
still inserted at a nominal sum, and 
then the deed is stamped with internal 
revenue stamps in accordance with the’ 
actual value of the property 
quired by the new law. Ostensibly 
the valuation is kept secret from the 
public, but if any person desires to 
learn the value of a piece of property 
that has been transferred, all that he 
need do is to go through the file and 
see how it was stamped. Finding the 
amount of stampage, a reference to the 
anternal Revenue Jaw will show just 
what value demands such amount. 

That is just a little fake scheme 
that pleases dealers in real cstate and 
doesn't particularily hurt anyone else, 
but in the matter of notarial certificates 
things have been’ getting fearfully 
mixed. A clause in the new law 
bearing upon the matter reads as fol- 
lows: “Certificates of  acknowledge- 


as fe- 


ment of deeds and mortgages are re- 
quired to be stamped. They are no 
part of the execution of the deed or 
mortgage, and are not covered in the 
stamps required upon such deed or 


mortgaee.”’ 

That clause would seem to he reagon- 
ably specific, but the mind of the in- 
genious objector throughout the coun- 
try thought out some way by which the 
stamping requirement might he 
evaded. Internal Revenue Commis- 
sioner Scott at Washington constitutes 
the court of appeal in all such diffi- 
culties, and since the law went into 
effect he“ has 
lively time, more than sufficient to keep 
his brains 
that the notary’s acknowledgement on 
deeds and mortgages did not require a 
stamp. Probably thinking that rullng 
a little too sweeping. he shortly after- 
wards reversed himself by holding that 
all notarial certificates without excep- 
tion must be stamped. It has remained 
for the Att -y-General to split the

It is of the utmost 
importance, therefore, that delegates 
should be selected who are right on 
the Congressional question as weil 
as on the subject of the next Gov- 
ernor. The party cannot afford to 
make any mistake at this time. If its 
representatives, through scheming, 
trading and other connubiating at 
Sacramento, force ‘the nomination cf 
an inherently weak and once-defeated 
man this district will continue to be 
represented at Washington by Bar- 
low, the Populistic blatherskite and 
misfit, who is about as competent to 
represent this great people as he 1s 
to maneuver the battleship Oregon. 

The Sixth District is Republican, 
and it will go Republican for a Coun- 
gressman if voters are not called upon 
to swallow a candidate who is simply 
impossible. It would seem as thougn 
this district received a lesson In the 
Lindley campaign that ought to linger 
long in the memory—if it doesn’t so 
linger then we are in for another 
repetition of that disastrous - fight 
which lost us a representative when 
the Republican party of this district 
sorely needed one in the lower house. 

Put none but good men, on the 
tickets and be sure that they are op- 
posed to trying to win a fight with a 
Congressional candidate whose name 
spells failure. This is a matter of 
serious moment. Republicans should 
not forget it. 


THE PHILIPPINES. 

It becomes more evident, from day 
to day, that the main difficulty in the 
way of concluding a treaty of pea%e 
with Spain will be the question of 
the Philippines. This is undoubtedly 
the most important question, con- 
nected with the war, now before the 
American people, and that the Amer- 
ican people are taking a great inter- 
est in the subject is shown by the 
numerous articles appearing in lead- 
ing newspapers, and by resolutions 
thet have been adopted by mercantile 
and other bodies. The Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce considered 
the question at its session yes- 
terday. Last week a request was re- 
ceived from the San Francisco Cham- 
ber of Commerce, which had adopted 
resolutions favoring the retention of 
the Philippines, asking the Los Ange- 
les Chamber to take a similar course. 
This, the local organization properly 
declined to do, in so much of a hurry, 
preferring to have the question thor- 
oughly discussed, before taking action. 
The president sent a dispatch to San 
Francisco, saying that the board did 
not favor anything further than a 
coaling-station at present, and the a- 
tion of the president was indorsed by 
the board. 

The question cf what course the 
United States should pursue in rela- 
tion to the Philippine Islands is a 
delicate and complicated one. ‘There 
is much to be said on both sides. To 
judge frem the tone of the “leading 
papers of this country, one might con- 
clude that there is a strong prepon- 
derance of sentiment among Ameri- 
cans in favor of retaining the islands, 
yet, on the other hand, there are many 
able and conservative statesmen who 
such move- 


ment. 
The question of the’ Philippines 1a 


quite a different one from. ther «f 
Spain's West India possessions, which 
are really a part of America—of the 
land which Columbus_ discovered. 


Even Hawaii is less of a problem than 


the Philippines would be. It is al- 
ready, to a great extent Americanized, 
is apparently enthusiastically in favor 
of American rule, and, while a long

*, it is only half way to Asia. 


On the other hand, the Philippine 
tslands ave located at the very portals 
| f the Orient—the “mysterious East.” 
permanently occupying these isl- 
inds, the United States would come 
‘nto close neighborhood, not only of 
Japan, but also of several of the great 
poWers of Europe, namely, England, 
Russia and Germany. We should find 
ourselves in the midst of a stage upon 
Which most important events in the 
history of the world are taking place, 
and are about to happen. The parti- 
tion of China among the European 


powers has only just commenced. It 
will continue, and will. undoubtedly, 
bring with it complications, and pos- 
sibly war. It is all very well for 


Americans to say that we could hold 
ourselves aloof from any guch dis- 
turbance. Theoretically; ‘we might be 
able to do so, but practically, we 


should find it impossible. 
The situation in the Philippines has 


friendly and overbearing attitude as- 
‘sumed by the insurgent leader, who 
appears to be efflicted with a bad case 
ot “swell head.” The latest advices 
g0 to show that Aguinaldo has prac- 
tically thrown down the gauntlet to 
the American army of occupation, and 
that it may need a very large force uf 
troops to- hold the rebels in check. 
With a population of 10,000,000 natives 
on the various islands, the question 
of restoring. order would be a much 
more difficult one than we have en- 
countered in Cuba. - That the United 
Statés would ultimately be able to 
carry out any programme it might 
prepare, there is no doubt, but the 
question is: Would the game be 
worth the candle? | 

Another feature of the question, to 
which Tur Times has already referred, 
is the effect which the competition of 
cheap labor in the islands would have 
on American industries. Under Amer- 
ican rule, the sugar manufacturing in- 
dustry would undoubtedly enor- 
mously extended in-the —~Philippines, 
and if this sugar were admitted free 
of duty to the United States, it 
would prove disastrous to the  beet- 
sugar industry, which has assumed 
such encouraging proportions in this 
country. Again, there would be an 
influx of cheap cigars, which would 
threaten the cigar and cigarette manu- 
facturing industries of the United 
States with destructive competition. 
These are, to some extent, minor ques- 
tions, but they should be considered, 
among others, before we arrive at a 
decision, 

On the other hand, supposing that 

the United States should decide not 
to retain the islands, contenting our- 
sclyes with a good naval station, even 
then the difficulties of the problem 
are not all removed. The question 
of what is to become of the islands, 
should the United States relinquish 
them, is not altogether so easy .a one 
as might appear on its face. Spain 
would expect to take them agath, and 
a dispatch from Madrid states that an 
army of 40,000 men is already being 
talked of, to send over to the Philip- 
pines and crush the insurgents. The 
then arises whether this 
country is prepared to hand these pco- 
ple over to the tender mercies of Spain, 
after having undertaken a war to free 
the insurgents in Cuba. It is true) 
that the unreasonable attitude of the 
insurgent leader at Manila may have 
absolved us, to a certain extent, fromm 
responsibility in this direction, but 
then, it may be, again, that Aguinaldo 
does not fairly represent his followers 
in this matter. Meantime, the Euro- 
pean powers are watching with the 
closest attention the course of events 
on these islands, which lie so close to 
their own possessions, and are, in a 
measure, the key to the Orient. 
It is fortunate that, at this junc- 
ture, we have a man at the helm 
who has shown himself so well able 
to meet such questions as this in a 
wise and statesmanlike manner. We 
are justified in hoping that the Senate 
when it comes to deal with this ques- 
tion will display equal statesmanship 
and true patriotism, remembering, as 
Senatcr Hoar recently said, that the 
attempt to govern great masses of peo- 
ple, aliens by birth, of strange lan- 
guages, of different religions, at a dis- 
tance of many thousands of miles from 
this country, is a most serious task, 
which shculd not be entered into with- 
out due deliberation, and a careful 
consideration of the question, from all 
points of view. 


THAT SALT LAKE RAILROAD. 

A correspondent takes exception to 
remarks recently printed in these col- 
umns, in which reference was made 
to the probable early completion of 
the Salt Lake railroad. Our corre- 
spondent sneers at the probability 
that this road will soon be constructed, 
and remarks that it has been talked 
about for eight years or more. This 
is quite true. We are well aware that 
the proposed Salt Lake road, like the 
“projected tourist hotel,”’ has become 
much of a “‘chestnut.””. However, it 
should be remembered that the crea- 
tion of a deep-water harbor at San 
Pedro has always been made a con- 
dition of the building of this line. For 
nearly ten years we have waited for 
the herbor, and an equal time for the 
Salt Lake railroad. When we get the 
first, the latter will net be long de- 
layed. If the good citizens cf Los An- 
gcles had shared the pessimistic views 
of this correspondent, they would 
have given in long ago to Uncle Col- 
lis, and we should have had neither 
harbor nor railroad—at least, not for 
many years to come.

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. | 


DECLINES TO ADVISE THE PRESI- 
DENT HOW TO ACT. 


Proposition to Boom Annexation of 
the Philippines Turned Down. 
Nicaraguan Canal Pamphiets to 
Be Distributed. 


The Board of Directors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce met yesterday after- 
noon, L. E. Doan, manager Hotel Lind- 
say, was elected to membership of the 
Chamber. 

Director Slauson, chairman of the 
Special Committee, appointed to inves- 
tigate street sprinkling, reported that it 
was impossible for the committee to 
personally investigate the condition of 
all the streets in the city, but the in- 
vestigations covered twelve days, show- 
ing an average of eighty-seven teams 
at work per day, and that each team 
covered thoroughly two and one-half 
miles per day. The committee also 
stated that 192 miles of streets are be- 
ing sprinkled at the present time, show-~- 
ing conclusively that it is utterly im- 
possible for the Superintendent to know 
every hour how each mile is being 
sprinkled, and the committee would 
therefore recommend that every good 
citizen in the city report to the Super- 
intendent when streets are being neg- 
lected. In this way his office,could be 
made very efficient and we would have 
a perfect service. 

A communication from Hon. Abbott 
Kinney, calling attention to the fact 
that now is a propitious time for agi- 
tating the question of consolidating the 
offices of. the City Assessor and Tax 
Collector with those of the county, was 
referred to the Committee on Law and 
Legislation. 

A communication was read from D. 
P. Greeley of the Soldiers’ Home, call- 
ing attention to the cannon lying in the 
San Fernando Valley that was formerly 
used by Gen. Fremont, suggesting that 
it would make quite a curio for the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

A communication was read from the 
State Board of Trade, stating that the 
Red Cross Sciety of San Francisco is 
in need of oranges and lemons for the 
soldiers in the hospital, and asked that 
the board take up the matter and-see 
if such fruit could not be procured from 
the growers. 
A communication from a grower, of- 


‘fering a carload of oranges, provided 


the Chamber would pay the expense of 
picking and packing, was referred to 
the special committee consisting of 
Directors Slauson, Klokke and Hooker, 
to confer with the War Board and the 
Red Cross Society here and see if ar- 


rangements could be made for paying 


the expense of picking and packing the 
a and also for free transporta- 
on. 

A communication was read from the 
National Irrigation Congress, asking: the 
appointment of a delegate to represent 
the Chamber at the meeting to be held’ 
in Cheyenne, September 1 to 3. The 
president was instructed to appoint 
such delegate. 

The secretary reported that the fol- 
lowing telegram was received on the 
28th ultimo by the president of the 
Chamber. 

“In order that President McKinley 
may realize that commercial sentiment 
of the Pacific Coast is in favor of re- 
taining t:he Philippines, our chamber 
will so resolve tomorrow. Will you also 
send resolutions to Washington of ap- 
proval? Matter is urgent, admitting no 
delay. Kindly answer. | 

“HUGH CRAIG, 
“President Chamber of Commerce, San 

Francisco.”’ 

A personal canvass was made of the 
directors, resulting in fifteen nays and 
two yeas. Whereupon the president 
sent the following telegram: 

“Hugh Craig, President Chamber of 
Commerce, San Francisco: The Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce does 
not, at present, favor the retention of 
more than a coaling station in the 


Philippines. 
“CHARLES FORMAN, 
President.” 

The action of the president was unan- 
imously approved. 

Director Stewart offered the follow- 
ing resolution, which upon motion, was 
adopted: 

“Whereas, in view of recent events, 
our people realize the serious disad- 
vantage under which the nation oper- 
ates in time of war by reason of the 
absence of a navigable water course 
from ocean to ocean across the isth- 
mus, and available for the use of the 
navy, and, whereas, this chamber has 
been repeatedly applied to for definite 
and concise information in regard to 
the construction of the Nicaragua Ca- 
nal under the auspices of the United 
States government; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, that 3000 copies of the re- 
port dated June 17, 1898, made by our 
Special Committee on Nicaragua Ca- 
nal, together with the letter of Sena- 
tor Perkins relating thereto, be printed 
for distribution by this Chamber of 
Commerce.” 

A verbal report was made by the séc- 
retary, for Prof. Foshay, stating that 
the Executive Committee of the Na- 
tional Educational Association would 
probably meet here in September to 
definitelc decide on this city, and make 
preliminary arrangements for holding 
the national educational convention 
here next year. 

The subject of the fires in the forest 
reservations was taken up and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Lands to 
investigate, and see if the Jaw protect- 
ing these reserves could not be en- 
forced. 

The chamber yesterday sent to the 
State Board of Trade for the Red Cross 
at San Francisco twenty-five boxes of 
oranges and lemons. Mrs. F. J. Stearns 
of Glendale contributed eight boxes of 
oranges, C. C. Chapman of Placentia 
twenty-five boxes of oranges, and the 
Whittier Fruit Exchange three boxes 
of lemons. 

F. L. Sexton yesterday sent to the 
chamber an onion weighing fou 
pounds, twenty-two inches in circum- 
ference. 

The Executive Committee of the Wal- 
nut-Growers’ Association will meet in 
the assembly room of the chamber at 
10 o’clock this morning. 

AN UNLUCKY FAMILY. 
Husband Injured Two Months Ago, 
and Now the Wife Hurt, 
About 5 o'clock Tuesday evening as 
Mrs. William Madden, who resides at 
No. 301 Welcome street, was on her 
way to Florence on a bicycle, she was 
run over near the corner of Thirty- 
ninth street and Central avenue by one 
of two teams that were racing down 
Central avenue.

In a recent is- 
gue the Grocery World stated that the 
California fig people had just ‘placed on 
eastern markets a new ten-pound box 


of very fine large figs at 9 cents per 
pound in a large way, the figs being 
tied up in pound packages with rib- 
bi 2. The sale of these has been sur- | 
prisingly good, and ine entire output 
of the firm whose produce they were, 
has been sold out Part of these figs 
came to Philadelphia, part to New 
York and part to Chicago. From each 
market comes the same story of very 
active sales. 

Continuing the paper says: Califor- 
nia fig-growers say that the reason 
California figs have never sold well 
before is that they have never been 
from Southern California, where the 
climate, being hot ripens Sige and 
touzhens them. The figs now being 
pushed are from Northern Califor- 
nia, and are said to be the equai in 
every particular of the’ for reign fruit. 
The price is about the same.

MORE THIEVING YOUNGSTER’. 


The Leader in Jail and the Cthers 
Where Ther Can Be Head, 
Henry McKenna,,a colored boy about 
14 years of age, appears to have been 
the leader cf another gang of thiev- 
ing youngsters who live on the river 
near Seventh street.

They deny having had anything 
to do with any of the robberies fur-

checks. Also that two.different. houses 
were entered by him where money was 
taken ranging ‘in amounts from $3 to 
$4.25. The house of Officer Barber was 
entered and a purse and pocket knife 
belonging to his wife taken. [mn the 
purse was $3.50. The younger boys 
were released, but will be on hand to 
testify against McKenna today. -

McKINLEY’S GREETINGS TO AFRO- 
AMERICAN CONGRESS. 


State Politics in the “Congress.”’ 
Arrest of William 8, Ross on a 
Serious Charge—Pasadena’s Gain 
in Valuation for 1898—Colored 
People Dance With Troop D. 


PASADENA, Aug. 3.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.}] The breach between the Afro-Amer- 
jean Congress and Troop D, the colored mili- 
tary company, that yawned open last night, 
has not been narrowed by the events of the 
day. Troop D has issued a fulmination 
against the president of the Congress, decilar- 
ing that the members of the troop were in- 
sulted and frozen out of the convention; while 
delegates to the convention, when asked if 
they were going to attend Troop D’s bal! this 
evening, have answered with looks of scorn. 
It was the arrangement tor this festivity 
during the sessions of the congress that first 
gave rise to trouble between the two bodies, 
The managers of the congress did not approve 
of anything quite so frivolous and published a 
card discountenancing it. Then the chasm 
began to gape. 

While the congress was holding its serious 
deliberations in G.A.R. Hall tonight, and 
talking politics, the troop and their friends, 
to the number of 200, were tripping? the light 
fantastic in Odd Fellows’ Hall. The ball 
opened with an excellent exhibition drill and 
one of the merriest scenes tmaginable fol- 
lowed. A large: party came from Los Angeles. 
The colored dancers kuow how to put spirit 
into their figures, and some of the quadrilles 
were suggestive of the old plantation. 

The congress was slow in getting at work 
today, and the president gave them a sharp 
reprimand. The Executive Council was not 
ready to report this forenoon, and an adjourn- 
ment was made without transacting any busi- 
ness. The afternoon was devoted to the a- 
pointment of. standing committees and the 
outine business. ' The first of 
the evening, a literary and musical programme 
wus carried out, but the milk dia not begin 
to emerge from the cocoanut till 10 o'clock at 
night, when the political an‘mus of some of 
the delegates was displaycd. 

The following telegram from the secretary 
to the President was read by Secretary Mor- 
ton and received with applauso: 

“The courtesy extended to the Pres.dent by 
your organization is appreciated, and he re- 
ciprocates the cordial expressions contained 
fn your letter. 

“J. A. PORTER, Secretary. 

“To T. BR. Morton, Sceretary Afro-American 
Coreress.”’ 

The programme of the evening inc’uded ad- 
éresses by Rev. W. A. Brinkley of Stockton 
and Vice-President C. C. Flint of Los Ange- 
les. Five-minute speeches were made by 
Vice-President Flint, Rev: S. W. Hawkins, 
Pres dent Sebree, Rev. Mr. Herring, Attorney 
G. W. Wycklif? of Los Angeles and Rev. Tili- 
mon Brown of San Francscv. ‘God bless 
Jeff Davis!"’ shouted Parson Isrown. he 
hadn't dene what he did, we should be in 
sbackl«s yet!’’ 

T. J. Jeans of Pasadena started the politics 
by suggesting that the congress indorse 4 man 
for a place in the State government. 

RB. Morton of §2n moved, in 
ordrr to gct the sentiment of the convention, 
that this c®ngress should not adjourn till a 
man had been indorsed fcr a pace on the Re- 
pudlic’n State ticket. 

A Los Angeles delegate objected on the 
fround that many cf the Los Angeles dele- 
gates were absent. 

The chairman said the convintion should 
not pay eny attention:to such a monkey. 

The Los Angeles delegate: “Im not a 
monkey.”’ 

The chair: ‘‘Your point is out of order.’’ 

Morton's motion that the convention shou'd 
indorse a man before adjourning, on Friday, 
was put and unanimously carried. 

Mr. Jeans of Pavradena suggested Attorney 
G. W. Wyckliff cf Los Angeles as the man to 
b2 indorsed. 

Morton then moved that the convention re- 
fuse to indorse a white man, but resolve to 
indorse a bisck man. ‘“‘We don't want to in- 
dorse any white inen till the white men in- 
dorse us.”’ 

This motion was put and carried unani- 
mously. 

A wotion that the congress indorse the Re- 
publican State ticket was voted down. 

The congress voted to observe Thursday as 
ladies’ day. 

AT CITY HALL. 


A joint session of the City Trustees and tho 
Citizens’ Committee on municipal ownership 
of water was held in the Council Chaniber 
this afternoon. The Trustecs informed the 
committee that they would pass the resolu- 
tion indorsing the municipal ownership propo- 
sition at their next regular meeting, and 
would gladly. coéperate in every way to bring 
about the much-desired result. 

The work was blocked out and subdivided, 
but the sub-committees will not be appointed 
till the next joint meeting. The first work to 
be done will be to ascertain what new water 
supplies may be developed, and for what price 
the present water systems !n Pasadena can be 
bought. Sub-committees will investigate these 
points very thoroughly, and will be able to 
report on them at an early date. 

The city tax rate in Pasadena wilb not be 
over $1 per thousand this year, and may be 
a little less. City Clerk Dyer was able to 
give the totals of the assessment rolls this 
evening, showing that the official valuation 
of the city has increased about a quarter of 
a million dollars in the past year. For 1597 
the total valuation was $8,424,855, and for 1898 
it is $8,699,505, divided as follows: Real es- 
tate, $5,007,380; improvements, $2,885,625; per- 
sonal property, $703,685; money and credits, 
$42,905. The deduction for mortgage indebt- 
edness this year is $12,010, against a reductidn 
of $23,265 last year, showing that there hes 
been a considerable clearance of mortgages in 
the past twelve months. ‘ 

The tax lists have been open to inspection 
at the Clerk's office this week, but there have 
been few inspectors. The only criticism has 
come from a man who said the deputy had 
neglected to take account of some of his re- 
cent improvements. Ile will be moliified by 
slightly increasing his tax. Next week the 
City Trustees will meet as a Board of Equali- 
zation, and then a number of protests will be 
beard. It is understood that the principal 
one will come from the parties who foreclosed 
on the Lowe property.

COUNTY CONVENTION MAKES UP A 
COMPLETE TICKET, 


T. H. Goff Renominrated tor the As- 
sembly — Stirring Resolution» 
Adopted — Nominees for the 
Coanty Offces—Truman Reeves 
Indorsed. 


REDLANDS, . Aug. 3.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The political activity in Red- 
lands reached its zenith today in the meet- 
ing of the Republican County Convention 
for the nomination of candidates fcr the 
Seventy-eighth District and of county of- 
ficers. Tho convention wes an interesting 
one in several respects. There were more 
delegates present in person than _ usual, 
and a strong fight was made on T. H. 
Geff, candidate for the renomination for 
the Assembly, and a scramble for several 
of the minor nominations occurred, 

But one candidate was brought forwarc 
in opposition to Mr. Goff, and the relative 
strength of the two factions was brought 
out in the struggle for the control of the 
convention in the preliminary organization. 
Mr. Goff’s opponent was James Hutchings 
of San Bernardino. [he Goff supporters 
nominated Rey. J. C. Rollins of San Ber- 
nardino for temporary chairman, and the 
Hutchings people supported Judge F. W. 
Gregg of San Bernardino. The ballot re- 
sulted in the election of Mr. Rollins by 133 
to 57. C. T. Gifford of Redlands was elected 
temporary secretary by acclamation. The 
temporary organization was subsequently 
made the permanent organization. After 
the appointment of Committees on Creden- 
tials, Permanent Organization and Resolu- 
tions, O. Z. Hubbel of Ontario, ex-Congrcss- 
man from Indiana, made a rattling ad- 
dress on the national issues before the peo- 
pie Guring the last campaign. The conven- 
tion then took a recess until 1 p.m. 

The reports of committees were received 
upon reassembling in the afternoon. The 
resolutions adopted affirm fealty to Repub- 
lican principles, and to the national] plat- 
form of 1896; condemn the continued agita- 
tion of the free coinage of silver; congratu- 
lates the country on the annexation of the 
Hawaiian Islands; favor the prosecution 
of the war with Spain until the nations of 
the islands of two great cceans may be free 
from her oppression; ask that the people 
stand by President McKinley and the Re- 
publican perry’ as the only ones able to 
cenduct the nation safely through perplex- 
ing conditions; send grecting to the sol- 
diers and sailors; favor the restoration of 
the merchant marine; favor the construc- 
tion by the government of the Nicaragua 
Canal; approve the Legislature’s action in 
reducing expenses in county officer’s sala- 
ries; favor the fixing definitely of all county 
officers’ salaries, and indorse ‘Truman 
Reeves for State Treasurer. The name of 
Truman Reeves was received with wild ary- 
plause. 

The balloting then began, and the first 
ballot for Assemblyman resulted in Goff 
getting 119 and Hutchings 76 votes. The 
cther nominees were as follows:.

Wife Tell Their Story.
